This is the first of a series of articles which will appear in “Chess in Action' 1 * 
First of all* we will explain how a Computer plays Chess and secondly we will try 
to analyze the methods used to see if we human beings cannot learn how to play bette 
Chess by follow!ng some of the instructions given to the Computer* 



For the first part, that is, the'part concerned 7 with how a Computer plays Chess, 
we are largely indebted to an article by Alex Bernstein and Michael de V, Roberts, 
that appeared in the June, 1950 edition of SCIENTIFIC AMERICAN* The Computer used 
was an IBM .704, For the second part, the part concerned with what can we learn 

from Computer techniques to better our own Chess, we are drawing from our own Chess 
library and experience and would welcome any comments and assistance from readers. 

As you wilt see later on, our main problem seems to be l! What thought processes should 
be undergone after our opponent hbs moved? 0 The Computer, you see, painstakingly 
examines every single square on the board. However, due to the Computer’s fantastic 
speeds, this analysis takes it only one-tenth of a second. The human opponent, on 
the other hand, would take too long to make such a detailed inspection and also it 
is'doubtful whether such a procedure would payoff. But there must be some basic 
thought processes that,

Now since the machine cannot study all the possibilities, it must play the game 
on human terms - that is, it must endeavour to detect the strategy and anticipate 
the judgements of its human opponents. Devising a program tc give a machine 
what is tantamount to the capacity to think, has proved to be an extremely difficult 
job. The first man to try it was the late A,M.Turing, a British theoretician on 
thinking machines. However, his machine (MADAM) played a weak game, made stupid 
blunders, and usually had to resign early on in the game, *" 

The program designed by Berstein and Roberts, as far as we know, is the most 
successful chess-playing program to date. The machine ploys a good game of chess 
and makes no stupid blunders, it can beat the novice but is powerless against an 
opponent who can see three moves ahead. The instructions are given to the 

Computer on a reel of magnetic tape. These instructions are implicitly followed. 

A diagram of the board is typed out by the Computer after every move - see diagram 
on the opposite page. The Computer's pieces are designated by the letter M (for 
Machine) and the Opponent's by the letter Oj If the machine (White) moves P-K4, 
it prints out W1 P-K4 and it prints out the diagram of the board. Then the Computer 
waits for its opponent to move. The move is punched on an 13M card and fed into the 
machine* You then press a button and the machine reads your move, prints It out, and 
then goes on to calculate its next move. if you make on illegal move, the Computer 
will reject it and wilt print out "PLEASE CHECK LAST MOVE". At the end of the game, 
the machine prints out the score and "THANK YOU FOR AN INTERESTING GAME." 

As far as the machine goes, there are only two questions that have definite answers: 
(1) is this move legal?, and (2) Is the game over? To all other questions, there 
are a variety of answers and the problem is to equip the machine with a system of 
evaluating the many alternative moves. 

The machine first sizes up the board, examining each and every square. About 
each square it asks (1) Is the square occupied? (2) By whose man? (3)Is it attacked? 
(4) Is it defended? (5) Can it be occupied? This takes 1/iOth of a second. The 
information is collected into tables in the machine's storage capacity and it is 
fr'-m this basic inf rmntl n that th„ machine g.cs on to consider its best move.

Following is the first of three articles, written by Emil Josef Diemer, for 
"EUilOPE-ECHECS”. The second and third articles will be published in the next two 
editions of "Chess in Action". As the original article was written in the algeb" 
raic notation, we have kept to this. However, in order to assist readers who are 
not too familiar with the coordinate system, we have added the descriptive notation 
to the moves of the first game, headers who follow the game In both notations will 
probably be surprised to find that, from this point on, the algebraic system has been 
learnt] 


Diemer's System, it might be explained, goes under a variety of names, of which 
the best known is the SLACKHAR. GAMBIT, It, or variations of it, are also seen under 
such names as the Dl EMEiV-DUHM GAMBIT, the BLACKMAR-bIEKER, and the SOLLER GAMBIT. 

The main line runs thus: 


1. P-Q4, P-Q4 . 

2. P-K4, PxP 

3. P-KB3 PxP 

4. NxP (or QxP) , 

The main idea being that, for the sacrifice of a pawn, White gets compensating 
advantages in a rapid development. The Biackmar is always a lively game and calls 
for sharp play on the part of White if he is to make his gambit pay off. Here is 
the translation of Biemer's article:
